In the message he reported that 


the car at Ada had been repaired and 
was ready again lor service. The 
faithful man was dead before the mes- 
sage was sent. About twenty minutas 
after the wreck occurred he was seen 
to totter and fall and when picked up 
by some of the spectator*, was dead. 
His remains were brought to Lima on 
the relief train at 1:60 o'clock this 
morning and were taken In charge by 
undertaker 
Mattingly. 
The 
only 


marks found on the body were two se- 
vere bruises—above the right eye and 
one on the top of his head—and two 
Blight cuts in the left cheek. Kis 
skull was not fractured and neither or 
all of the injuries are considered seri- 
ous enough to have cauieu death. It 
is supposed that death was due to tho 
terrible shock that the disaster oc- 
casioned. 


Mr. Stein was between 60 aad 
GO 


yeara of age and waa a respected and 
well known citizen. He was a member 
of the German society, of the German 
order of Red Men. and the National 
Union. He was a faithful member of 
St. Rose Catholic church and during 
the last several weeks, had served, as 
director of the regular choir of that 
ctiuich. He resided at the corner of 
XcDonel and McKibben streets, and is 
survived by his wife and a family of 


children, three of the latter being 


married. 


Funeral services will be held from 


St. Rose church at 8:30 o'clock Monday 
morning, and the remains wiil be con- 
slgced to a final re-sting place in Geth- 
Betcanl cemetery.
